AN ACT to authorize and require the board of county commission-
ers of the county of Crawford to levy a series of taxes, and to 
defray the expense of building a bridge across the Marrais of 
St. Friole, in said county. 

WHEREAS, in accordance with a law of this territo-
ry, approved December 3, 1836, entitled "an act to 
authorize the board of supervisors of the county of 
Crawford to build a bridge and levy a tax to pay for 
the same," the said board of supervisors have con-
tracted for the building of the bridge contemplated in 
said act; and whereas a single tax as authorized only 
by said act, is found to be insufficient to defray the 
expense of building said bridge; therefore, 

SEcTioN 1. Be it enacted by the council and house of 
representatives of the territory of Wisconsin, That the 
board of supervisors of the county of Crawford, be 
and the same is hereby authorized and required to 
levy and cause to be collected, a series of taxes, from 
year to year, each tax not to exceed one half of one 
per cent on all the real and personal property subject 
to taxation in said county, until the expense of build-
ing said bridge be wholly defrayed. 

SECTION 2. This act to be in force and effect from 
and after the passage thereof.

No. 11. 

AN ACT to prevent forcible entry and detainer. 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the council and house of poreibleeng7 
bed representatives of the territory of Wisconsin, That no Kini8e. 	by  

person or persons shall hereafter make an entry into 
lands, tenements, or other possessions but in cases 
where entry is given by law ; and in such cases, not 
with strong hand, nor with multitude of people, but 
only in a peaceable and easy manner ; and if any per-
son from henceforth do to the contrary, and thereof be 
duly convicted, he shall be punished by fine.
